Persian Oil 


Rig Wrecked 


MANAMA. Bahrein <J> — Oilmen 
disclosed today a storm has wreck­ 
er! a $lVa million offshore drilling 
rig, left 20 Arab workers dead and 
dealt a crippling blow to a four- 
year hunt for oil under the Per­ 
sian Gulf. 
The disaster struck a 1,200-ton 
steel floating tower of the Shell 
Oil Co., last Thursday night in the 
shallow waters of the gulf that sep­ 
arates the rich oil fields of Iran 
and Saudi Arabia. 
A spokesman for Shell, 
which 
had invested more than $25 mil­ 
lion in th* maritime search, said: 
“ Although the 
platform 
is 
still 
standing, it is doubtful whether it 
can be salvaged. An examination 
is being made by experts from 
abroad.” 
Oilmen expressed belief it would 
take two years to get steel for a 
new platform and that this might 
influence the company to abandon 
offshore drilling in this area—part 
of a complex of oil - rich desert 
lands that is a base for one of the 
largest group of American tech­ 
nicians living outside the U. S.

760,600 Korean 


Vets in Schools 


WASHINGTON (J* — A record 
total of 760.600 veterans with serv­ 
ice during the Korean fighting en­ 
rolled this fall for education and 
training under the GI bill, the Vet­ 
erans Administration reports. 
The agency said the total com­ 
pares with 707,000 enrolled in the 
fall of 1955, and 735,000 last spring. 
Of the total a record 473.000 vet­ 
erans were enrolled in 
colleges. 
About one out of every four males 
attending schools of higher learn­ 
ing last fall was a Korean vet. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Traffic deaths for the New Year 
weekend tied the record for the

Delayed reports for the New 
Hear period that 
began 
at 6 
p. rn. Friday and ended Tuesday 
Midnight raised the toll to 407 
deaths in traffic. 
There 
also 
were 71 deaths in fires and 109 
in accidents of other kinds for 
an over all total of 587. 
The weekend traffic toll was far 
b low the 706 deaths on the na­ 
tion’s highways during the Christ­ 
mas holiday period, which was a 
record for any holiday. 
It compared with the New Year 
holiday record of 407 set in 1952- 
1953. 
The combired total for the two 
holidays set 
a 
new high, 
with 
more than 1,100 
traffic 
deaths. 
The old record was 973 
set 
in 
1955 56. 
The 
National 
Safety 
Council, 
which last week had predicted 490 
traffic deaths, lo'” red its figure 
during the holiday.

“ THE DRIVERS and the traffic 
enforcement officers deserve a big 
vote of thanks for teaming up to 
hold down the toll,” Ned H. Dear­ 
born, council president, said in Chi­ 
cago. 
The council said m ajor factors 
in the lower traffic toll during the 
New Year period compared with 
Christmas 
included 
less 
travel, 
bet’er 
weather 
conditions 
and 
tougher law enforcement. It also 
said the heavy C hristina, toll had 
a “ sobering" effect and the prob­ 
lem of New Year drinking is rec­ 
ognized by both drinkers and driv­ 
e n and. to a great degree, they 
govern themselves accordingly. 
Four states—Nebraska, Nevada, 
Utah and Vermont—reported

Friday and 
midnight ending New Y ear’s Day, 
indicated Ohio was seventh among 
the states in fatalities.

Of the 23 New Y ear’s weekend fa­ 
talities, 18 were the result of traf­

Steel, U. S. Basic Industry, 
Seen Setting Output Record 


NEW YORK m — The nation’s 
steel mills will set a production 
record during 1957 ss much as 3 
million tons better than 
the 
117 
million-ton mark 
established 
in 
1955. the Iron Age, national metal­ 
working weekly, said today. 
Most major steel-consuming in­ 
dustries 
expect 
another banner 
year, the magazine said after con­ 
ducting a survey of users. Most 
expect to do as well, or 
better, 
than in 1956, w hen production vs as 
estimated at 115 million tons, Iron 
Age said. The decline from 1955 
was largely attributed to last sum­ 
m er’s 34-day steel strike. 
Demand for steel will be com­ 
plicated by the Suez situation, the 
magazine said, resulting in all-out 
construction of oil tankers, record 
drilling in the oil fields and higher 


defense spending and stepped up

In addition, the magazine said, 
“ users will be battling to rebuild 
inventories against the possibility 
of a real international explosion.” 
The magazine said its survey of 
nine important steel-using indus­ 
tries showed the following 1957 ex­ 
pectations:

MANAMA. Bahrein (A — Oilmen 
disclosed today a storm has wreck­ 
ed a $lVi million offshore drilling 
rig, left 20 Arab workers dead and 
dealt a crippling blow to a four- 
year hunt for oil under the Per­ 
sian Gulf. 
The disaster struck a 1,200-ton 
steel floating tower of the Shell 
Oil Co., last Thursday night in the 
shallow waters of the gulf that sep­ 
arates the rich oil fields of Iran 
and Saudi Arabia.

Oilmen expressed belief it would 
take two years to get steel for a 
new platform and that this might 
influence the company to abandon 
offshore drilling in this area—part 
of a complex of oil - rich desert 
lands that is a base for one of the 
largest group of American tech­ 
nicians living outside the U. S.

Uncovering Hidden Disease 


NEW YO'RK MR—A. brand new 
kind of chem ical test m ay come 
for early detection of hidden dis­ 
eases—perhaps even*som e forms 
of cancer. 
It would make simple chemical 
checks of your blood or other 
body fluids. It would be an enzy­ 
m e or “ E ” test. 
This kind of detective work is 
already being used to help tell 
how badly a heart, was dam aged 
by a heart attack. And it has 
helped spot a serious liver dis­ 
ease— infectious hepatitis—four to 
weeks before there were any 
other signs of the disease. 
Eventually it m ight lead to a 
blood O'** 'bod.y-fl.uid test for very 
early detection of cancers, and 
might even tell where the cancer 
was located.

By measuring enzyme levels, it 
is possible to detect infectious hep­ 
atitis long before there is any oth­ 
er clue, K said.

S INCE World War II the Russian bear's claws have extended over 
1 a broad range of territory, as shown, on this map. With the 
arrival of the New Year, however, the free world is, watching for 
f resh signs of unrest in the Soviet satellites. Poland is attempting to 
cling to some independence, although Hungary's fight for liberty 
has been quelled. Russian expansion started when she stripped Fin­ 
land of the ice-free port of Petsamo (1) and followed up by leasing 
the naval base of Porkkala, near Helsinki, which was iater relin­ 
quished. Next, (2) the Baltic states of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithu­ 
ania were annexed. During the war the northern part of East Prus­ 
sia (3) as well, as two-fifths of Poland fell to Russia. In return, the 
Poles received a slice of Germany.. Ruthenia, the eastern end of 
Czechoslovakia (4), was annexed to give the Reds a 50-mile com­ 
mon border with Hungary. Romania ceded Bukovina and Bess­ 
arabia (5) to Russia along with a small segment in the southeast to 
Bulgaria. In 1948, Yugoslavia bolted from Moscow (6) and in 1955 
the Austrian state treaty, assuring national sovereignty, was signed.

Our Future, Our Brains and Our Muscles 


One of the top officials of Armco. which 
has a valuable and busy plant in Washing­ 
ton 
C. 
H., 
among its factories 
a n d 
offices over this country and abroad, has 
written something that seems to ring 
forth clearly the truth about our hum a n 
considerations for the future. 
The writer is C. H. Murray, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of personal and public re­ 
lations, who in the big company’s recent 
magazine under the title of “Using Your 
Head” emphasizes the importance of peo­ 
ple and that from their brains, rather than 
their muscles, come the ideas which the 
world needs and which have brought forth 
the great advances in the field of industry 
in our own nation. 
The article says in part; 
“ Not so long ago. we Americans had a 
curious habit of calling a man a “hand.” 
If employed on a farm, he was a “farm 
hand” ; if in a factory, he was a “ factory 
hand.” To employ a man on a job was to 
“hire a new hand.” Those were the days 
when muscle power was needed to do 
much of the work, and a m a n ’s hands were 
mighty important equipment for his job. 
“ Not so today. The emphasis is on a 
man's mental equipment instead of on his 
hands. Our brains count more on our jobs. 
The reason is that American industry is 
seeking newer methods, better ways to 
produce its products, new and b e t t e r 
things to make. This requires new, fresh, 
original ideas. Those ideas can come from 
only one source — from the minds of men, 
“ Machinery can’t create new ideas. 
Stories about the ‘wonderful’, the ‘marvel­ 
ous’, the ‘super - human’ electronic m a ­ 
chines used in industry, often give an ex­ 
aggerated idea of their importance. At 
various times in the past. the same claims 
for superiority were made for steam en­ 
gines, for Diesel motors, for electric mo­ 
tors, when these were first put into use. 
Over the years, each development of me­ 
chanical progress out-performed the one 
that preceded it. You can be sure that to- 
d av’s wonder - machines will soon become 


“ But there is one genume marvel; the 
m ost important, the most efficient, t h e 
greatest of them all — the human brain. 
Your brain, my brain, most human brains. 
We’re discovering new’ things about it ev­ 
ery day. It weighs but three pounds, yet it 
has more than ten billion parts. And the 
more we find out ab* ut it, the more valu­ 


able it becomes, it we will but give it a 
chance. 
“ For example, scientists not Ic r.g a g o 
studied the possibility of duplicating a hu­ 
man brain, using electronic equipm e n t. 
They sought to make a mechanic a1 brain 
that could do the same things a human 
brain might do. What was the result? 
They discovered that if they used radio 
tubes and wires an i mechanical parts, it 
would require a machine as tall as Rocko 
feller Center in New York, and as large in 
area as the Cow' Palace in San Francisco. 
It would take the power of Niagara Fal.s 
to run it, and Niagara s rushing waters 
to keep it from overheating. And even 
then, one three - pound brain (like yours 
or mine) could still do things the mac hine 
couldn’t do. It is clear that our progress 
still depends upon that marvel of marvels 
that each of us carries around inside his 
head.’’

There’s a screeching of tires 
and a terrific impact. Two autos 
ha v t collided and both are badly 
damaged. 
You lyn toward the wreck ex­ 
pecting to find all the occupants 
of both cars dead or dying. But 


they aren’t. Many of them have 
survived the 
accident 
because 
they have been conditioned to re­ 
sist a state of severe shock 
Right now this is an imaginary 
incident. 
It 
is 
not 
something 
which can occur today or even 
tomorrow. But 
it 
might 
be 
a 
glimpse into the not too-distant 


and Churchill sat on a m a n-of 
war in the Atlantic and discussed 
the future of the human race. 
SQviet Russia is in much the 
same quandary. Having amassed 
an enormous empire, Stalin died 
and his successors are not of his 
calibre and they cannot hold to­ 
gether by speeches and vodka 
what he put together by force 
and blood. For Soviet Russia the 
only realistic s o l u t i o n is war 
and its by-p r o d u c t , radioac­ 
tive strontium.

Two Methcds 
Army scientists used two meth­ 
ods to fortify rats against injur­ 
ies that otherwise would prove fa­ 
tal. 
In one series of tests, the rats 
developed resistance by inflicting 
a series of small, non fatal injur­ 
ies, In other* experiments, they 
were given a series of electric 
shocks, one each day for several 
days. 
This 
aeries, 
similar 
to 
shocks used in electroshock ther­ 
apy for psychiatric cases, also 
produced resistance to injury. 
When either a human or an ani­ 
mal suffers an injury or is faced 
with a "fight or flight" situation 
(we’ve talked about this many 
times 
before) 
some 
dram atic 
changes automatically take place 
in nervous system activity. 


Apparent Key 
Activity 
of 
the 
sympathetic 
nerves—-here’s the apparent key 
to the whole thing—causes chang­ 
es in h?art function, blood pres­ 
sure and the flow of blood to v ar­ 
ious organs. In addition, the hor­ 
mones adrenalin and noradren­ 
alin are released into the blood. 
In the case of shock, there is 
a prolonged high 
level of 
the 
sympathetic n e r v o u s system 
which might hasten death. In an­ 
imals, drugs have been used to 
tone down this action and help 
them to withstand shock. 


Previous Conditioning 
Experiments show that rats re­ 
lease less a d r e nalin and nor­ 
adrenalin when confronted with 
stress if they have first been con­ 
ditioned by a series of electric 
shocks or slight injuries. This 
certainly seems to indicate a less 
violent reaction in their sym pa­ 
thetic nervous systems. 
Scientists aren't ready to exper­ 
iment with humans yet, but we 
may be well on the way to com ­ 
bating fatal shock.

Scientists Seek W ay

In other- experim ents, they 
were given a series of electric 
shocks, one each day for several 
days.

apy for psychiatric cases, also 
produced resistance to injury. 
When either a human or an ani­ 
mal suffers an injury or is faced 
with a ‘fight or flight" situation 
(we’ve talked about this many 
tim es 
before) 
some 
dram atic 
c h a n ges a u to m a tic a I ly ta ke pi a ce 
in nervous system activity. 


Apparent Key 
Activity of the 
sym pathetic 
nerves—here’s the apparent key 
to the whole thing—causes chang­ 
es in heart function, blood pres­ 
sure and the flow- of blood to var­ 
ious organs. In addition, the hor­ 
mones adrenalin and nor adren-' 
alin are released into the blood. 
In the case of shock, there is 
a prolonged high 
level of the 
sym pathetic n e r v o u s system 
which might hasten death. In an­ 
imals, drugs have been used to 
tone down this action and help 
them to withstand shock. 


Previous Condittoning 
Experim ents show that rats re­ 
lease less a d r e nalin and nor- 
a dren a. I in. when confronted with 
stress if they have first been con­ 
ditioned by a series of electric 
shocks, or slight injuries. This 
certainly seems to indicate a less 
violent reaction in their sym pa­ 
thetic nervous systems. 
Scientists aren't ready to exper­ 
im ent with humans yet, but we 
may be well on the way to com­ 
bating fatal shock.

I am not altogether a cynic. I 
realize that life contains joy and 
satisfaction as well as sorrpw. But 
still it seems to me that everyone 
bom undergoes so much unpleas­ 
antness and sorrow» that it is de­ 
cidedly better not to have off­ 
spring. 
I believe there are many fine 
p ople in the world, whose lives 
are governed by unselfishness and 
high principles.
